TRIBUTE 
OF VEST. 


The Ex-Senator Pays It fe a 


Dead Comrede. 


COL VINCENT MARMADUKE. 


They Were Born In the Same Year 
and Their Friendship Through 
Life W as Steadfast. 


The death of Col. Vincent Marma- 
duke has deprived me of a dear friend, 
betw^een whom and myself during fifty 


y 


dead, but the testimo ny o f o ne 
who 
could speak only the truth in the pres­ 
ence 
of tha t a wful my stery wh ich 
must forbid all pretense and empty 
flatter>'. 


He was of all the men I ha v e ev er 
known one o f the most loyal, sincere 
and warm-hearted in all the relations 
of life. 
He belonged to that splendid 
agricultural class of w’hich Missouri is 
so justly proud, and whose intelligent 
conservatism is the surest Instrumen­ 
tality for the right in public and pri­ 
vate life. Although a graduate o f Yale 
University, 
Col. 
Marmaduke 
never 
adopted any profession, but was al­ 
ways a farmer, studying all the details 
of that calling. 
He w^as devoted to 
nature and all its varied forms of 
beauty. 
He loved the fields and for­ 
est, the song of birds and the perfume 
of flowers. 
He was genial, liberal in 
ears no shadow ever came. 
W e were born in the same year and his opinions and kindly to ail, espe- 
entered public life about 
the same 
ime. 
In November, 1860, I was elect­ 
ed a member of the Missouri house of 
representatives, and in the spring of 
861 he W’as a member of the Constitu­ 
tional convention of which Gen. Ster- 
ng Price was president. 
W e were 
both Douglas democrats, but when the 
state was attacked by the federal au- 
horities and war became inevitable, 
w’e w’ere on the Southern side, and 
w’hen hostilities ceased returned to 
Missouri and w'ent together through 
he proscription and disfranchisement 
which, for five years, were inflicted 
on all those who had been friendly to 
he Confederate cause. 
I knew Col. Marmaduke intimately, 
and wrhat I write about his character 
and attributes is no t the co nv entio na l 
eulo g y so o ften uttered a bo ut the 


ciaJly to inferiors. 
If all those whom 
he assisted and benefited could whis­ 
per above his grave it would be a 
hymn sweeter than any 
that 
ever 
sounded 
through 
cathedral aisles. 
When I last saw him he was in failing 
health and intended spending the com­ 
ing 
summer 
at 
Sweet 
Springs, 
where 
w'e 
had 
firsc 
met. 
In 
thinking of him I can only repeat those 
lines of Tennyson: 
Tw’iJIkht and evening bell, and after 
that the dark: 
And may there be no sadness of fare­ 
well w^hen I embark, 
For though from out our bourne of 
time and place 
The flood may bear me far, 
I hope to meet my pilot face to face 
When I bave crossed the bar.

The Man Who Is to Fight Cham­ 
pion Jeffries. 


A NATIVE OF PENNSYLVANIA 


He W a s a Fam ous Football Player 
and K n e w Nothing of Boxing 
Until Recently. 


Few people know the history of 
Jack Mu nroe, who is to fight James 
Jeffries for the championship of the 
world in May. 
The following is a 
sketch of the Bu tte miner: 
Mu nroe was born in Chester, Pa., in 
18 7 7 , not far from where he fou ght 
his first important battle. His mother 
was more than six feet tall. 
He had 
lou r brothers, over six feet and older 
than himself. His oldest brother, Dan 
Munro e, declares he is strong enou gh 
to break Jeffries over his knee. 
When Jack w’as 12 years old two 
brothers and he went to Nevada. He 
had an u ncle in the mining bu siness 
and they natu rally drifted into the 
same 
calling. 
From 
Nevada 
one 
brother and Jack w’ent to Bu tte. Taere 
he went to school. 
He was a hu sky 
lad and soon joined the foot ball team, 
playing the position of left gu ard. 
When Mu nroe 
completed 
his high 
school term he went back to mining. 
Later he played on thé foot ball 
eleven. 
That was in 1895 and 1896. 
In those years his team beat every 
organization west of the Mississippi 
river. 
Mu nroe w*as the lightest man 
in the ru sh line 
that averaged 220 
pou nds, yet he had his position for 
TWO years, which shows what a good 
player he was. 
After the close of the season Mu nroe 
went back to mining and w’as made 
mine boss of fou r levels, with 100 men 
u nder him. 
He had saved $7 00, and 
one day got the idea of visiting San 
Francisco. 
There was a big fellow 
named Fred Ru ssell working for him. 
He wanted to be a fighter, ,so Mu nroe 
took him to *Frisco.

tives of every traceable degree p ro­ 
bated estates of deceased relatives.
